Prosecutor Markle cited 
Kimbro’s work as director of a 
local youth center and said, “I 
know he took a life— no one 
knows it better than him — but 
he’s tried ' to repair other 
lives ” , 

Kimbro, his head bowed, de- 
clined to say anything. 

Last month Judge Mulvey 
dismissed charges against 
Seale and Mrs. Huggins after 
their six-month trial ended in 
a deadlocked jury. The judge 
said massive publicity about 
the case made selection of an- 
other jury impossible.
